SELECTMEN’S REPORT, 


GENTLEMEN :—We have succeeded in reducing the rate of 
interest on all the liabilities of the town as low as four per 
cent., and about six hundred dollars at three per cent., ex- 
cepting three notes that were given on time, as follows: 
One note to Jonathan McDuffee for $1,000, at five per cent., 
which will become due May 12,1878. The other two notes 
are due Sarah E. Griffiths, for $3,000 each, at six per cent. 
annually, and will become due Jan. 25, 1880, and March 5, 
1880. By reducing the rate of interest we have made a 
saving to the town of $440.00. 

We would say that it was hinted to us last May that we 
had better look after the Nathaniel Ham property, on which 
the town held aclaim. We accordingly attended to it im- 
- mediately, and learned that George N. Hastman, Esq., held 
a mortgage on the same property, which was one day earlier 
than the town’s claim, and that Mr. Eastman had foreclosed 
and only lacked three days of coming into full possession, 
and the town would have had no claim at all. We deter- 
mined to settle Mr. Hastman’s claim of $258.81 at once, and 
accordingly tendered him the money, which he refused to 
accept until he found we had a perfect right to do so, when 
he took the money and gave the towna quit-claim, which 
made the town perfectly secure. 
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We, being satisfied that it was for the interest of the 
town, bought a piece of land of Andrew Berry, costing 
$17.70, to repair the road from Nancy’s Crossing to Farm- 
ington line, and it has saved the town more than the cost 
of the same the present year, and it will last for repairs on 
said road for years to come. 

And, gentlemen, we have, according to the best of our 
ability, in all our doings through the year, managed the 
prudential affairs for the best interest of the town.
